The 
city will retire a bond issue in

have to pay it.” 


Where will the money 
come from? He noted that in 
the last election it was said 
that the money would come 
from three mtqor sources: (1) 
Decrease in the money spent

corporation taxes and (3) 


making the rich pay more 
taxes. 
He said most people and 
c o r p o r a t i o n s 
s p e n d 
themselves into bankruptcy. 
Lowe said “although we 
are still the greatest nation in 
the world, the U.S. still has 
social problems.” Noting that 
discrimination and trouble 
on

campuses 
are 
among these problems, he 
said college campuses have 
never had enough protection, 
although a lot of trouble on 
campuses has ceased, with no 
loss of life in 1971 and 1972. 
In Louisiana, however there 
has already been one student 
killed on campus this year. 
Lowe said that if each 
person can say these three 
things 
he 
will 
know 
leadership: 
(1) yes, I am an American 
citizen, I can fully accept the 
responsibility for everything 
I say and do under any 
circumstances. 
(2) I 
can accept the 
responsibility for all those 
who depend on me and help 
my children obtain the best 
education possible. 
(3) All elements in our 
society can’t be bought by 
money, 
only 
passed 
by 
people. 
Lowe asked “if we can’t 
supply 
leadership, 
then 
where will it come from?

NEW YORK (AP) - Linda 
Collins Maurer travels a good 
deal and wears an unusual 
bracelet that often draws atten­ 
tion. 
“ But instead of asking what 
the bracelet is, people see it 
these days and start telling me 
the story of Medic Alert,” she 
said, twisting the silver chain 
with its dog tag-like plate en­ 
graved with the caduseus, in­ 
ternationally recognized sym­ 
bol for the medical profession. 
Mrs. Maurer, the original 
Medic Alert member, knows 
the story well. It was her brush 
with death after an allergic re­ 
action to tetanus antitoxin 
which spurred her father, Dr. 
Marion Collins, to form the 
Medic Alert Foundation Inter­ 
national. 
That was in 1956. Today more 
than 350,000 Americans wear 
Medic Alert emblems for more 
than 200 different conditions, 
ranging from allergies to heart 
disease to wearing contact len­ 
ses. 
“ I’m still enthused about the 
concept,” said Mrs. Maurer, 
program advisor to Medic 
Alert, a nurse and the Northern 
California Women’s Amateur 
Golf Champion. 
“ My dad started out as just 
one person spending his own 
money on an idea he thought 
was worthwhile. He would trav­ 
el in his spare time — he was a 
surgeon and general prac­ 
titioner — telling people, writ­ 
ing letters. 
“ At first, before we set up 
the foundation, we operated out 
of the rumpus room at our 
house, just the family and vol­ 
unteers, working on the files, 
answering letters. But about 
1960 we began getting such a 
tremendous response we 


couldn’t handle it, and my Dad 
started getting a staff,” she 
said. 
Dr. John Maurer remembers 
when he first began dating 
Linda that they had to help open 
mail before they went out. 
He was undeterred in his 
courtship. The Maurers are 
parents of three children and 
live in Turlock, Calif., home of 
Medic Alert. Dr. Maurer, a psy­ 
chiatrist, is on the board of 
directors of the foundation and 
practices in a clinic there. 
Now international in scope, 
Medic Alert is nonprofit, chari­ 
table and tax-exempt. It is dedi­ 
cated to educating and encour­ 
aging individuals to wear iden­ 
tification of medical problems 
that should be known in an 
emergency. The average mem­ 
ber has 2.3 medical problems 
such as multiple allergies. 
Facts are registered in a cen­ 
tral file and physicians may 
check it at any time through a 
telephone number engraved on 
the identification tag. 
Linda Maurer pointed out 
that all medical records of the 
foundation are now on micro­ 
film and can be reached more 
quickly. 


“ From the time a call comes 
in with the serial number of the 
Medic Alert number, to the 
time the information is avail­ 
able from the file, the lapse 
averages 30 seconds. There’s a 
trust fund, so that if something 
should happen to Medic Alert, 
the records will be kept up 
through each member’s life­ 
time,” she said. 


The letters pour in to the 
Turlock foundation headquar­ 
ters, telling of Medic Alert ben­ 
efits. There are so many they 
are filed by months in which 
they were received.

Calvin was a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. During the daytime, 
while he held a respectable job, he was a very genial and 
unaggressive individual. But at night, as if he had guzzled some 
evil potion, he conducted a one- man crime wave. He’d stalk the 
dark streets in his neighborhood and hold up anyone he might 
meet.

Commission reviews 
improvements plan 


The Planning and Zoning 
Commission, Monday night 
finished 
reviewing 
City 
Ma n a g e r 
J i m 
H u f f ’s 
expenditure- revenue study 
and recommended 
to the 
City Council a package of 
municipal 
improvements 
which would cost the city an 
extra $126,000 per year. 
But no tax increase will 
be necessary to pay for the 
improvements which range 
from establishing an office of 
industrial development in the 
city 
to 
bui ldi ng 
and 
equipping a northside fire 
s t a t i o n . 
T h e 
p l a n 
r e c o m m e n d e d 
by 
the 
commission is scheduled to 
begin May 1 at the start of 
the new fiscal year. 
Revenue 
sharing 
and 
increased gas tax monies will 
pay for a substantial part of 
the 
added 
appropriations, 
leaving only $23,000 to be 
raised. 
The commission believes 
it has found the money in 
the city’s property tax. The 
city will retire a bond issue in 
1974, leaving 
22 cents of 
the city’s $1.74 per $100 tax 
rate free for other uses. 
T h e 
c o m m i s s i o n 
recommended that nine cents 
of the 22 go to the general 
revenue 
fund 
and 
the 
remaining 13 cents to finance 
a bond issue to pay for the 
new 
fire 
station 
and its 
equipment. 
Part of the payment for 
items recommended by the 


commission would also be 
made from the $100,000 the 
city has left over this fiscal 
year from unused revenue- 
sharing funds and the gas tax. 
T h e 
c o m m i s s i o n 
recommended a five per cent 
pay 
hike 
for 
all 
city 
employes, despite the city 
manager’s objections. Huff 
had 
recommended 
15 per 
cent. 
T h e 
c o m m i s s i o n ' s 
recommendation 
did 
not 
please city employes who 
were expressing unhappiness 
this morning. City employes 
say a number of them are 
living on commodities and 
other welfare programs. 
Total cost of the pay 
raises and related insurance 
and benefits proposed by the 
commission 
would 
be 
$31,000.

said. 
Lowe said 
that

citizens have a tendency to 
spend more money than they 
make. He said the U.S. has a 
t re mendous 
deficit 
and 
someday” we are going to 
have to pay it.” 


Where will 
the money 
come from? He noted that in 
the last election it was said 
that the money would come 
from three m^jor sources: (1) 
Decrease in the money spent

although a lot of trouble on 
campuses has ceased, with no 
loss of life in 1971 and 1972. 
In Louisiana, however there 
has already been one student 
killed on campus this year. 
Lowe said that if each 
person can say these three 
things 
he 
will 
know 
leadership: 
(1) yes, I am an American 
citizen, I can fully accept the 
responsibility for everything 
I say and do under any 
circumstances. 
(2) 
I 
can 
accept the 
responsibility for all those 
who depend on me and help 
my children obtain the best 
education possible. 
(3) All elements in our 
society can’t be bought by 
money, 
only 
passed 
by 
people. 
Lowe asked “if we can't 
supply 
leadership,

where will it come from?

Utilities ad cost bill defeated 
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JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. 
(AP) — A bill to keep public 
utilities from including the 
c o s t 
o f 
u n n e c e s s a r y 
advertising

increases has been defeated 
in the Missouri House. 
The bill, sponsored by 
R e p . 
W a y n e 
G o o d e , 
D-Normandy, survived two 
f a v o r a b l e 
v o t e s

amendments to it Monday 
before being killed 197-47. 
The House received about 
a 
d o z e n 
b i l l s 
f r o m 
committees for approval and 
13 new bills were introduced. 
Today the House was to 
consider a bill to bar anyone 
who has served on the Public 
Service 
Commission 
from 
taking a job with a firm of 
association regulated by the 
com m ission 
within 
three 
years after leaving the PSC. 
Goode said his bill would 
p r e v e n t 
utilities 
from 
financing advertising for new 
products or services with rate 
increases unless they helped 
reduce overall rates.

The case of the 
unsocial demise

Calvin was a Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. During the daytime, 
while he held a respectable job, he was a very genial and 
unaggressive individual. But at night, as if he had guzzled some 
evil potion, he conducted a one- man crime wave. He’d stalk the 
dark streets in his neighborhood and hold up anyone he might 
meet. He did so, however, with one handicap. He stuttered. And 
his stuttering was his downfall. During a holdup before he could 
fully get out the words: “ Your money or your life,” his 
intended victim shot and killed him. 
Notwithstanding the unsocial circumstances of his demise, 
the adm inistrator of Calvin’s estate subsequently filed a claim to 
collect under Calvin’s life insurance policy. 
“ You can’t be serious!” Was the response. “It would be 
against public policy to permit someone to benefit from his 
crimes. Remember, Calvin was shot and killed while committing 
a holdup, 
“ All I know,” answered the adm inistrator, “ is that there is 
no provision in the policy that excludes paym ent if death occurs 
during the commission of a crime. Consequently, as Calvin’s 
adm inistrator, I dem and paym ent.” 
When it wasn’t forthcoming, the adm inistrator took his 
claim to court. 
IF YOU WERE THE JUDGE, would you require the 
insurance company to put out on Calvin’s unsocial demiae? 
This is how the judge ruled: YES! The judge held that in the 
absence of a provision in a life insurance policy excluding 
paym ent if death occurs while com m itting a crime, payment 
must be made. And, concluded the judge, paym ent is not 
against public policy since, if the possibility of death did not 
deter Calvin from his nightlife of crim e, surely the failure of 
benefits to his creditors and loved ones would n o t have deterred 
him either.
